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In the Claims:

1 . (Original) A method for generating and maintaining N database instances in accordance with a 
template, said method comprising: 

creating the template based on design information, said creating the template 
unplcmcnted by a template manager; 

storing the template in a template manager database, said storing tlie template 
implemented by the template manager; 

generating the N instances based on the template and on control information for ±c N 
instances, said control infonnation including configuration control information, said 
configuration control infonnation identifying N locations corresponding to tlie N instances, said 
N at least 2, said generating the N instances implemented by the template manager; 

storing the N instances in the template manager database, said storing the N instances 
implemented by the template manager; and 

transmitting the N instances to the corresponding N locations, said transmitting the N 
instances implemented by the template manager. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, said control information further including adminisUative 
information. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, said administrative information being location dependent. 
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4. (Previously presented) The method of claim 3, said administrative information including 
administrator information. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1 , said control information comprising access control 
information, said access control infonnation identifying at least one access control group for each 
instance of the N instances, wherein if a plurality of access control groups arc associated with a 
given instance then each such access control group of the plurality of access control groups has 
an independent level of access control relating to the given instance. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

ohlaining Iho design information, said obtaining implemented by an agent; and 
transmitting the design Ijiformalion to the template manager, said transmitting tlie design 
ifi formation implemented by the agent. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

obtaining a portion of the control information, said obtaining implemented by an agent; 

and 

transmitting the portion of the control infonnation to the templ ate manager, said 
transmitting the portion of control infonnation implemented by the agent. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1 , said transmitting the N instances comprising transmitting 
the N instances to the corresponding N locations over telephone lines or cable lines. 
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9. (Original) The method of claim 1, fiutlier comprising: 

refreshing the template based on update design information, said refreshing the template 
implemented by the template manager, 

refreshing the N instances based on the refreshed template, said refreshing the N instances 
implemented by the template manager; and 

transmitting the N refreshed instances to the corresponding N locations, said transjTiiltiiig 
the N refreshed instances implemented by the template manager. 

10. (Original) The melliod of claim 9, further comprising providing the update design 
infomiation to the template manager, said providing the update design infonnation implemented 
by an agent. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , PurLhcr comprising: 

refreshing M instances of the N instances biised on update control infonnation, said 
M<N, said refreshing the M instances implemented by the template manager; and 

transmitting the M refreshed instances to the corresponding M locations, said transmitting 
the M instances implemented by the template manager. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1, further comprising providing the update control 
infonnation to the template manager, said providing the update control mformation implemented 
by an agent. 
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13. (Original) A computer system for generating and maintaining N database instances in 
accordance with u template, said computer system comprising a template manager and a template 
manager database, said template manager adapted to: 

create the template based on design infonnalion; 

store the template in the template manager database; 

generate the N instances based on the template and on control information for the N 
instances, said control information including configuration control inforrnation, said 
configuration control information identifying N locations corresponding to tlie N instances, said 
N at least 2 J 

store the N instances in the template manager database; and 
transmit the N instances to the corresponding N locations. 

14. (Original) The computer system of claim 13, said control information fuiiher including 
administrative information, 

! 5, (Original) The computer system of claim 14, said administrative information being location 
dependent. 

16. (Previously presented) The computer system of claim 15, said administrative information 
including administrator infonnation, 

17, (Original) The computer system of claim 13, said control infonnation comprising access 
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control information, said access control information identifying at least one access control group 
for each instance of the N instances, wherein if a plurality of access control groups are associated 
with a given instance then each such access control group of the plurality of access control 
groups has an independent level of access cont ol relating lo the given instance, 

18. (Original) The computer system ofclaim 1 3. further comprising providing an agent, said 
agent adapted to: 

obtain the design information; and 

triuismlt the design infonnation to the template manager. 

1 9. (Original) The computer system ofclaim 13, furUicr ctimprising providing an agent, said 
agent adapted to*. 

obtain a portion of the control information; and 

transmit the portion of the control information to the template manager. 

20. (Original) The computer system ofclaim 13, wherein to transmit the N instances comprises 
to transmit die N instances to the corresponding N locations over telephone lines or cable lines. 

21. (Original) Hie computer system ofclaim 13, said template manager further adapted to: 

refresh the template based on update design infoimalion; 
refresh the N instances ba.'scd on the refreshed template; and 
transmit the N refreshed instances to the corresponding N locations. 
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22. (Original) The computer system of claim 21* further comprising providing aii agent, said 
agent adapted to provide the update design infom>alion to the template manager. 

23. (Currently amended) The computer system of claim i2 said template manager further 
adapted to: 

refresh M instances of the N instances based on update control infonnation, said M^N; 

and 

transmit the M refreshed instances to the corresponding M locations. 

24. (Original) The computer system of claim 23, further comprising providing an agent, said 
agent adapted to provide the update control information to tlic template manager. 

25. (Original) A computer program product, comprising a computer usable medium having a 
computer readable code embodied therein, said computer readable code including a template 
manager adapted to; 

create a template based on design information; 
store the template in a template manager database; 

generate N database instances based on the template and on control information for the N 
instances, said control infomiation including configuration control information, said 
configuration control information identifying N locations corresponding to thoN instances, said 
N at least 2; 

store the N instances in the template manager database; and 
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transmit the N instances to the corresponding N locations. 
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
